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Asked if the South Vietnam- 
ese would soon be strong 
enough to atop such an attack 
without help of U.S. combat 
troops, Agnew replied: 

“They'll never be strong 
enough to stop a pinpointed 
attack where the enemy is 
willing to take the casualties, 
because this kind of attack is 
a potential at any time. In any 
country, under any circum- 
stances.

defeat for the Vletnamization 
program?" 

Pressed whether the South 
Vietnamese could defeat such 
an attack after it started, 
Agnew answered, “Of course 
they can defeat it, but the 
question is will the defeat be 
properly related to the Ameri- 
can people?” 

Agnew talked with newsmen 
accompanying him on his 
round-the-world trip before 
lunch and a golf game with 


Singapore Prime Minister Lee 
Kuan Yew. 

Meanwhile, it was ( disclosed 
today that President NLxon 
wants to accelerate the cur- 
rent U.S. military withdrawal 
from South Vietnam las long 
as it does not jeopardize the 
security of the country. 

At a news briefing yester- 
day en route from Seoul to 
Singapore, the text of which 


was not released until today, 
said he 


Vice President Agnew 
was certain from conversation 
with the President and hi^s ad- 


visers that Mr. Nixon wanted 
to speed up the troop with- 
drawals, but without jeopard- 
izing South Vietnam’s defenM 
position. 

“That doesn't mean that we 
underwrite fully forever the 
Thieu government,” the vice 
president said. “They must 
take over their own defense in 
due course.
